for  some  girls,    e  yen  in  sitnatlons  when  this  seemed  tinvrlae  v    Some  of  these 
placenente  have  not  been  successful  and  the  girls  have  been  retjimcde  The 
pr^ent  population  consist  aloost  entirely  of  new  nirls  who  do  not  know  our 
program  and  are  very  unsettled.    The  numbtar  of  runaws^a  is  grrsator  than  vse  have 
had  for  five  years.   Disturbances  in  the  cottages  and  diesatisf actions  with 
program  and  staff  have  increased  with  our  cirowded  conditions  r    JSsuiy  girls  of 
Indian  extraction  and  others  of  the  anti-school  variety  pose  a  problea  when  lie 
haven't  adequate  recreational  facilities  for  nalcing  their  tine  profitable  end 
enjoyable 4
